After a fierce fight on the floor of 
the senate in which the senate vir­ 
tually declared a law passed two years 
ago to be unconstitutional, the nomi­ 
nation of C. E. Vasaly of Little Falls 
as member of the board of control to 
succeed S. W. Leavitt was confirmed 


with six votes against the proposition. 
The confirmation of J. G. Armson as 
member of the state tax commission 
was made without opposition. 
The fight for Mr. Leavett was led 
by Senator F. H. Peterson of Moor­ 
head, who Introduced the bill several 
weeks ago relating to the continuance 
of old soldiers in office. 
He started 
the fight by forcing the reference to 
the judiciary committee of the nomi­ 
nation of Mr. Vasaly.

Impediment to the confirmation of the 
appointment, and 
Senator Peterson 
then fought against the consideration 
of the report, asking for time to pre­ 
sent legal authorities to support the I 
constitutionality of the law of 1907.

His manner of living is said 
to have been well known to the pollee 
and detectives of the city and to many 
others, and Mayor Mahool is much 
exercised because no one had ever 
told him of it. 
Downs is bonded in a local bonding 
company to the extent of $3,000, and 
City Register Thomas to the amount 
of $50,000.

The sea walls around Ha­ 
vana, which were thronged with 100,- 
000 persons to witness the departure 
last year of a small Spanish training 
ship, were absolutely deserted except 
for a small group of Americans gath­ 
ered at Punta castle. 
The American ensign was hoisted, 
union down, on the Hotel Miramar on 
the Malecon until the ships came 
abreast of it, when the flag was re­ 
hoisted union up.

out into a tumult of cheering and the 
bands played “The Girl I Left Behind 
Me.”

An interesting and striking 
feature of the parade was the division 
of aged veterans of the war with 
France for independence. 
The parade ended at the national 
palace, where it was reviewed 
by 
President Diaz. 
The aged ruler re­ 
ceived a delegation of well 
known 
men and expressed to them his pleas­ 
ure at the demonstration. He declared 
that while health and strength re­ 
mained to him they would be placed 
at the service of the republic.

Munich, April 2.—The Zeppelin air­ 
ship made an attem pt to fly from 
Friedrichshafen to this city and back. 
It encountered a storm and was driven 
far out of its original course, and after 
eleven hours in the air landed safely 
at Dingolfing, sixty-five milos north­ 
west of Munich. 
Count Zeppelin spent the night near
